We heartily commend the pains­ 
taking care and arduous labors of our 
county and Judicial officers in whose 
Jurisdiction lies the execution of law 
in the restraint of this traffic, but we 
realize that little real progress Is be­ 
ing made towards the control or e x ­ 
tinction of the evil. 
I lie nature of the situation has 
been clearly shown before the Jury 
by tm* officers Iii (barge, the extreme 
difficulty In securing evidence In ord­ 
er to «onvlct, and the general s h irk ­ 
ing of complainants of the evil and 
respectable people generally from the

much to the earnest,
